New York. Jan. 28.—One of the most 
appalling railroad wrecks that has oc- 
curred in the vicinity of New York for 
many years, the loss of life being esti- 
mated at not less than 30 persona, took 
place last night at Graceland, on the 
Central Railroad of New Jersey, near 
Westfleld, N, J., when the Royal Blue 
line express ploughed at top speed 
Into the rear of a local train. 
Imme-" 
diately after the crash three of the 
ahattered cars of the local train took 
fire, rendering Impossible the rescue 


of many of the wounded, who were 
pinned 
fast 
in the wreck. 
Many 
bodies are believed to have been con- 
sumed. 


The dead so far identified are: Ed- 
gar Williams, a New York lawyer; 
C. G. Sayer. of Plainfleld; Harry G. 
Hand, of New York city; Harry Pat- 
terson. of Dunellen; George E. Reed, 
of Scotch Plains; Thomas Cuming, of 
Plainfleld; Rowland R. Chandler, of 
Plainfleld; Edward Flynn. of Plain- 
field. 


In addition to this list there are 
many charred bodies, unidentified, still 
at the scene of the wreck. 


It is known that there are 24 dead. 
Sixteen charred bodies have now been 
taken out. 
Eight dead were either re- 
covered before the fire or died aftor 
being taken out of the wreck.

before the flames could roach them. 
At times while tolling in the wreckage 
the flames readied the rescuers, and 
their clothing look Are, but they work- 
ed on though in constant danger of be- 
ing killed themselves.

of the last two cars. 


The 
firemen 
from Westfleld 
were 
summoned by phone, but arrived too 
late to save many lives. Doctors were 
called for from Elizabeth, Westfleld 
and Plainfleld, and there was a score 
on hand. The parlor cars of the Royal 
Blue line train .were converted 
into 
temporary hospitals. 


The flreman after a time mastered 
the 
flames. 
Then the wreckage was 
attacked again and the work of re- 
covering the bodies was begun. Out of 
the first car eight bodies were taken. 
The sight while tlie wreck was burning 
was horrifying. 
Men could be seen in 
the wreckage pinned fast amid the tim- 
bers of the cars and struggling to be 
free while the flames roared around 
them. 
The rescuers were helpless to 
aid them, as they already had been 
driven from the wreck by the 
flames. 
One of those who tried to take out a 
man pinned in found that he was held 
down by one leg near the ankle, and 
seeing it would be useless to do any- 
thing else, is said to have finally sever- 
ed the man's leg and then carried him 
to one of thé parlor cars. 
Both res- 
cued and rescuers were badly burned. 


When the engine ploughed into the 
rear car it partly split the car open, 
and at the same time lifted it up and 
on to itself.

Mr Harry Slagle» a farmer, and mem- 
ber and secretary of the Oxford town- 
ship rtcbool Board, residing near Bitting* 
or P. 0., had an experience on Thursday 
afternoon that ho will not forget for 
some tiiue. Mr. Slagle was engaged with 
his four horso team in hauling limestone 
spalls fiom the quarries of Jacob Srhriv- 
er, in the valley, onto the New Chester 
road just outside the borough limits, by 
order of Supervisor Geesey. Mr. Slagle 
was uassiug along the Ciu lisle pike near 
the Berlin railroad comiu^ towards town 
with a luiui Hud was seated upon the 
wagon drawing the brakes In descend- 
ing the hill, when two young men by the 
name of Weitz, from Hanover, who were 
hunting in a field on the Seminary farm, 
close to the pike, chased up a covey ol 
birds and fired several dbots from their 
Kuns in direct line with Mr. Slagle and 
his team. 
One »hot struck Mr, Slagle in 
the left side of the chin and 
lodged 
against the jaw bone, where It yet re- 
mains, (he being advised to let it work 
its own way out, as to cut it out would 
leave an ugly scar), and several holes 
were also cut through his coat on the 
shoulder and sleeves by shot. 
The wag- 
on 
bed ou the opposite side was in 
places lltterally covered with shot marks 
and many of them were buried in the 
wood. 
A number of shot were also bu- 
ried in the side of the offwheel horse, 
and this, with the report of the guns, 
started the team to run, but Mr. 8. for- 
tunately, succeeded in bringing them to 
a halt before any damage was done. The 
hunters on seeing what had happened, 
went to Mr Slagle and when spoken to 
of the recklessness, Mr. Slagle informs 
us, they admitted of seeing him, remark- 
ing thai *'they did not think their guns 
would carry so far," and became very 
abusive, calling him all sorts of vile 
names, besides wanting to whip him 
MI Slavic's experience was certainly a 
perilous one, and his escape from serious 
and perhaps fatal injury very nariow. 


There is entirely too much recklessness 
among gunners, and the law properly en 
forced, especially in a case of this kind, 
might teach some of them a deserving 
lesson. 
There is a law strictly forbid- 
ding the discharging of fire arms witliin

To accomplish this steam over a hot 
Iron, covered with a damp cloth, but 
do not brush. 


If the velvet is very badly crushcd 
use a soft velvet brush against the 
nap. 


To clean velvet wash in water with 
any good soap, then steam. 


To give a panne or satin finish to 
satin velvet iron on the right side 
with a moderately heated steel iron. 
Be sure to press the right way of 
the nap and keep the iron moving with 
equal pressure all the time. If this is 
not done an ineffaceable mark will be 
made. 


After going over the entire surface 
of the velvet steam thoroughly, thei 
iron the second time. 
You cannot 
press too much, provided the slrok 
is heavy and even. 
This treatment 
gives you a fashionable shimmei'ln 
panne.
